A Country of Salt. 


Everything in the country of the River 


Chai in Central Asia is described by Ga- 
briel Bouvalot as covered with salt. It 
is seen in the walls of the houses and on 
the banks of the rivers, and the water 
one drinks is very salt. Traveling salt- 
peter makers go in summer from place to 
place wherever they can find material to 
work upon. Their mode of operation is 
a rough-and-ready one. Holes in the 
earth serve as vats and boilers, and below 
these are placed ovens. Abundance of 
brushwood supplies material for the 
fires. The workers collect from the sur 
face of the earth heaps of compost of 
salt and animal manure. This is soaked 
for twenty-four hours in water, Dion nl 
tered, and then boiled for twenty-foui 
hours, cleansed and placed in the sun, so 
that the water may evaporat*. An or 
dinary workman can make about fifty 
pounds in a day, and this he sells at the 
rate of one penny ft pound.—Populai 
Science Monthly.

THEY NEVER STEtTCE. 


Intellectual labor can claim no such 


advantage to give it charm in the popu- 
lar eye, nor can it hold out the attrac- 
tion of gi eat pecuniary rewards to young 
men choosing a career, such as many of 
the commercial activities of the present 
time can safely promise. When it is 
remembered that clergymen, lawyers, 
physicians, writers of all kinds and art- 
ists are picked men, with more than av- 
ei age talent, and of many years of ex- 
11 nsive discipline and experience, it is 
ev.dent that their pecuniary rewards are 
small compared with those of many 
other callings requiring no greater talent 
and far less preparation. 


The moment such a topic is suggested 


countless illustrations come to mind of 
the inequality between the service ren- 
dered to the world and the pecuniary 
return that the world has been willing 
to give. Milton received £5 for "Para- 
dise Lost;" a host of authors whose 
names are inseparably connected with 
thechisf glories of English literature, 
including Johnson and Goldsmith, al- 
most starving in London, Heine and D« 
Musset dying in garrets in Paris, with 
the financial straits to which Carlyle, 
Matthew Arnold and even Emerson were 
often reduced, are striking examples oi 
the truth running all through ancient 
and modern history that great thinkers 
are not lewarded in money by the gen- 
eration which they adorn. 


Of a certain class of literary workers 


th's is always true. The works of Her- 
.bert Spencer, widely as they are known 
•find great as has been their influenc« 
upon contemporary thought, have nevei 
yielded their author an annual support 
Great pecuniary prizes aie frequently 
won by striking some popular chord, 
and the growth of habits and of facili 
ties for leading have made the rewards 
of liteiary labor greater now than evei 
before; but, nevertheless, the world's 
thinking is still largely done for it gratu 
itously. The greater number of literary 
aspirants are obliged, hire the Edinburgh 
reviewers, to "cultivate literature upon 
a little oatmeal," and the majority oi 
professional men are compelled to live 
in modest circumstances and with the 
practice of a rigid economy. 


There are many reasons why it Is well 


that this should be so. There is a certain 
degree of self denial which seems neces 
sary to the attainment of the strongest 
influence over mankind. The thoughts 
and labors of many a man, living in pov- 
erty and sacrifice, have a weight which 
would never be given them if it were 
known that they were well paid. This 
has always been recognized by the great 
majority of literary workers, and con 
Bidering the degree of their deprivation! 
they have not been discontented at giving 
their labor to the world without ade 
quate return. They have never struck 
for higher wages. 


THE REWARDS 


Few of the great writers of the world 


have not been more or less under subjec 
tion to this stern mother of invention. 
Whether this was best for them or not 
the world has freely left them so. H 
has often refused bare existence to its 
most richly endowed members, except or 
condition of earning by manual laboi 
the rewards which the fruits of their in 
tellectual toil were not thought worthj 
to receive. 


It might have been thought that thi 


latter part of the eighteenth centurj 
could have made a better use, for itselJ 
and posterity, of its most exquisitegeniui 
for song than to have made him an ex 
ciseman in the Scottish lowlands; 01 
that Charles Lamb or Nathaniel Ha*r 
thorne could have been better employed 
than the one as a clerk in the India offic« 
and the othar as a custom house officei 
in Salem. It was poor discernment, a.1 
well as inadequate reward of genius, tt 
have left Thoreau with the larger partoi 
the edition of "Walden" on his hands, 
and to have allowed Corot to have re- 
tained an almost unbroken collection oi 
his own paintings until he was 60 years 
old. 


It would be unjust, however, to speal 


as if the rewards of intellectual toil wen 
confined to, or mainly represented by, 
eithei the recognition of mankind or pe 
cumary returns. In no other sphere oi 
hf e can so much happiness of a high ane 
noble kind be found. Whoever has fittec 
himself by whatever expense of time anc 
toil to appreciate the best that has beet 
said and done in the world, to take part 
however humbly, in molding public opiu 
ion, and in contiibuting to the advanc* 
of the race toward better conditions, hai 
entered on a career which may have iti 
deprivations, its perplexities and discour 
agements, but has also an undercurrent 
of en-joymcnt that nothing can whollj 
disturb. The physician who has saved s 
valuable life, the clergyman who clears 
away the mists of superstition from tb« 
minds of a large congregation, and givei 
them a vision of religious things in then 
true rationality and beauty, or the states- 
man, author or editor who aids in lifting 
his generation up above itself, can afforo 
to be ill paid in mere money. 


Such men's payment comes hi different 


coin—in a daily increasing personal 
worth, in the satisfaction of thinking th« 
best thoughts of the time, in the con 
sciousness of contributing to the world's 
advancement, and in the increasing grati-, 
tude and affection of tho best men and I 
women.--Providence Journal

On 
the other hand, if a fox crosses his path, 
if he hears a gong or shell summoning 
him to worship, or if he meets a Brah- 
man with his head uncovered, he would 
rejoice, hailing it as auspicious. Some 
are so superstitious that if any evil por- 
tent occurs on the way they return home, 
have a smoke or chew a betel leaf, and 
proceed afresh.—Science. 


Engineering Feats. 


It is a remarkable fact that nothing 


surpasses in modern engineering the 
pyramids of Ghizeh, built more than 
5,000 years ago. It Is universally ac- 
knowledged by the highest professional 
authorities in architecture and building 
that the masonry of the pyramids could 
not be surpassed in these days, and, 
moreover, is perfect for the purpose for 
which they were intended—above all, to 
endure. After the building of pyramids 
was once commenced it was the fashion 
for about ten centuries to erect huge, 
meaningless, pointed piles of masonry. 
Of the hundreds erected about seventy 
have resisted the ravages of ages, and 
may still be seen. Many of those re- 
maining contain enormous blocks of 
granite from thirty to fifty feet long 
weighing from 300 to 500 tons, and dis- 
play the most consummate ingenuity in 
their construction. 


A more difficult operation than the 


mere transportation of immense stones— 
that of erecting obelisks weighing 400 
tons—was performed with precision by 
the Egyptians 300 years before the time 
of Christ Of the ancient method of 
raising immense stones nothing is now 
known—it is one of the many lost 
arts. 
The ancient Peruvians had a 


method of transporting immense blocks 
of stone that would be a fortune to the 
modern engineer did he possess it. The 
Romans were also eminent engineers, 
and by some authorities are set down as 
even exceeding the Egyptians in that di- 
rection. Immense stones were used in 
constructing the temple of Baalbec; one 
lies ready quarried which is seventy feet 
long and fourteen feet square, and weighs 
1,135 tons!—Chicago Times.

Actium; the temple of Romulus, son o 
Maxentius, and a portion of the Cloac 
Maxima, In 1546 the temple of Juhu 
Csesar was leveled to the ground, to 
gether with the Fasti Consulares an 
Triumphales engraved on its marbl 
basement; in 1547 the temple of Casto 
and Pollux was dismantled; in 1549 th 
temple of Vesta, the temple of Augustus 
and the shrine of Vortumnus.—Black

Wh*t Becomes of It. 


The wonderfully soft and warm sub- 


itance which we call eider-down is pro- 
luced by the eider duck, an inhabitant 
>f the Arctic ocean. It is proper to call 
,hese birds inhabitants of the ocean, for 
ihey pass the greater part of their lives 
Car out at sea, only coming to land for a 
little while in spring for the purpose of 
laying and hatching their eggs. 


They are very awkward on land, but 


ire wonderful swimmers and divers, de- 
scending twelve fathoms below the sur- 
face of the water and remaining sub- 
merged as long as five minutes at a time. 
Their food 'consist* principally of mol- 
lusks, which they pick np from the bed 
of the sea. 


Their favorite laying places are certain 


small, low islands off the coast of Nor- 
way, which are called "eider-holms." 
The birds visit these islands in pairs, 
which present a striking contrast in ap- 
pearance, the drakes being brilliantly 
colored in black, white and green, while 
the females are of a dull reddish brown, 
matching the color of the scanty vegeta- 
tion so perfectly that even a practiced 
hunter can hardly discover them when 
they crouch down among the reeds. 


On coming ashore the duck proceeds 


very deliberately to choose a place for a 
nest, while the drake follows and occa- 
sionally gives warning of real or fancied 
danger. The duck is very hard to suit, 
and it is not an unusual thin& for her, 
after examining all likely spots out of 
doors, to march boldly into a house and 
coolly select what she considers a suit- 
able place for her nest, such as tho oven 
if it happens to be unused at the tune. 
The human inmates of the house wel- 
come her gladly, supply her with food, 
and cheerf ully submit to any small in- 
conveniences like the temporary loss of 
thtiroven, for they know that their guest 
will pay a good price for her board and 
lodging. When the duck has selected a 
place she gathers grass and sticks and 
builds her nest. Then she plucks the 
soft down from her breast and makes a 
wonderful mat, which not only covers 
the bottom of the nest but rises so far 
above the edge that it can be folded over 
the eggs when the duck leaves the nest 
in search of food. 


When the six or eight eggs are laid 


they are seized, together with the valu- 
able eider-down mat, by the people of the 
house, and tho duck goes off in sorrow to 
her mate, who awaits her on the shore, 
as his courage never rises to such a pitch 


a to lead him into the house. 
The duck, somewhat wiser than be- 
oie, proceeds to build another nest out 
f doors, and as her own down featheis 
re exhausted she calmly plucks the 
rake's breast as bare as her own. After 
liis outrageous treatment he goes off in 
isgust and rejoins his companions at 
ea. This time the duck is allowed to 
latch her brood without human inter- 
erence. But whenever she leaves the 
nest two or three eggs are liable to be 
tolen by some other duck who has a 
jest near by. The marauder carefully 
olds the down coverlid over the robbed 
nest again and carries the stolen eggs to 
her own nest. In this way the eggs are 
changed about so that a duck may finally 
mtchout a brood containing not a single 
one of her own offspring. As soon as 
he ducklings are all hatched out, the 
mother or foster-mother, if undisturbed, 
endeavors to lead her flock to the shore. 


This march to the sea is to the duck- 


ings what teething is to human infants, 
toe most "trying" time of their lives, 
tor they are exposed to the attacks of 
jirds of prey and other enemies. Usu- 
ally the islanders interfere again at this 
point, but now their interference benefits 
;he ducks as well as themselves. They 
gather the down and carry the ducklings 
in baskets to the shore, the old ducke 
following them very contentedly. 


When the shore is reached the baskets 


are emptied into the water. The old 
ducks plunge in, and after a good deal 
of commotion swim out to sea, each fol- 
lowfd by a flock of ducklings, some of 
which she has never seen before. 


The duck does not always make her 


first nest in a house, of course, and if the 
first nest is not disturbed she will simply 
hatch her brood and put to sea with 
them, and the drake will not be robbed 
of his feathers. But the islanders are 
veiy watchful, and the first nest rarely 
escapes, no matter where it is built. 


Sometimes the duck's down is suffl 


cient to supply the second nest, and in 
this case the drake remains with his 
tamily. This nest is then robbed also, and 
tho poor duck is forced to begin a third, 
with the help of the drake's down feath- 
ers. The rule among the eider-down 
hunters is to rob every nest until the 
pake's feathers, which differ in coloi 
.%>m those of his mate, appear among 
the down. When this occurs it is known 
that the pair will build no more that 
year, and so the eggs are allowed to 
hatch in order to preserve the species. 


A single nest will furnish at least an 


ounce of down, which is worth on the 
spot about twenty-five cents of our 
money. As the birds visit the island in 
vast numbers the collection and sale oi 
the down mats is an important source of 
income to the inhabitants.—L. B. Fletch- 
er in New York Home Journal.

Provided with lanterns, several young 


men started in the entrance known as 
Coleman's Cave Spring, near Harrpds- 
burg, and went eastward three miles, 
where they could distinctly hear the 
trains on the Cincinnati Southern road 
at Burgin, which is four and a half miles 
from this place. They found a stream 
of water running the entire distance ex- 
plored. In this stream they found fish 
and frogs innumerable. The passage 
was from seven to fifteen feet wide and 
about the same height, except occasion- 
ally narrowing down to a fat man's mis- 
ery. Not far from the entrance the ex- 
plorers found a large room, twenty to 
thirty feet, studded with stalactites. In 
tho center of the cavern is a circulai 
chamber thirty feet in diameter and no 
less than fifty feet high. 
This is a veri- j 


table rotunda, covered, as it were, by a 
high, well shaped dome. Over the en- 
trance is a large curtain formed by the 
union of stalactites and stalagmites, fif- 
teen feet wide and as many high. 


The most unique thing found by the 


explorers in the cave was the fac-simile 
of a side saddle, all of solid banJstone, 
opposite the doorway in this «. 11 amber.

They 
found a number of bones of small ani- 
mals, but aside from the fish and froge 
no living creature was found.

Near the outer opening 
of the cave, cut in stone, was found tin 
initials "D. B,," and numerous figures 
and designs of animals and birds.

The year 1889 was a fairly prosperous 


one for Nevada. 


The bullion yield was aboat 83,000,000, 


• shrinkage of $1,000,000 from the product 
of previous years. 


This was due, not to any exhaustion of 


the ore resources, bat tho terrible drouth of 
last Summer, which resulted in a stoppage 
of tha stamp mills on tbe Carson river. 


The drouth also had its bad effects on the 


cattle industry and many cattle were driven 
out of the State to keep them alive. 


The assessed value of property in Nevada 


for 1889 fools np $30,000,000. 


In mentioning the State's resources the 


Sao Francisco Chronicle says: 


The project of constructing waterstornge 


reservoirs near the sources of the principal^ 
rivers and streams in the State to hold in* 
reserve tbe water now running to waste 
during the Winter and Spring floods, for 
irrigating and mill power, was considered 
at the la-t session of the Lngi*latnre and a 
bill passed appropriating $100,000 for tbe 
pnipose. 
So far nothing has been aocom- 


plishod toward their construction by the 
Water Commissioners on account of a con- 
flict between the stamp mill and ranch 
onrnerd, between whom litigation ia nosr 
pending.'

A government enrvey for sites for water 


storage reservoirs, made at the sources of 
the principal streams and their affluents 
last year, demonstrated that a sufficient 
quantity of water can be held in reserve by 
tbe construction of dams at the source of 
the Carson river, at a cost of about $5100,- 
000, to irrigate an area of now arid land 
along its course ample, if cultivated, to 
support a population of 50,000 people. 
Since the survey all the eligible land in 
vicinity of the reservoir sites has been par- 
chased" by F. G. Newlandsand other capi- 
tal!.-is. 


Applications for State land aggregating 


nearly 300,000 acres were filed in the Ne- 
vada Slate Laud Office during 1889. 
A 


majority of the applications were for land 
o-fved in Lyon, Lincoln, Nye, White Pine 
a d Elko counties, and tbe principal locat- 
ors vrere capitalists or their ag&nts, who 
filed on tbe land for speculative purposes, 
and tbe vast area included in the applica- 
tions has therefore added but slightly to the 
population of the State, now estimated at 
64,500, an increase of only 2,500 dnriog tbe 
pant decade. 


Tbe proposed construction of tbe Salt 


Lake & Los Angeles railroad has renewed 
interest in the mining districts of Lincoln, 
Nye, White Pine and Eureka counties, 
through the richest mineral regions of 
which the line will pass. And the popu- 
lation of these districts has been materially 
increased by the return of many former 
residents, who many years ago abandoned 
valuable mining locations for tbe reason 
that they could not be profitably developed 
with the high freight charged for tbe deliv- 
ery of supplies and ihe hauling of ore by 
team to the nearest point for shipment by 
rail. 


'She recent discovery of a large vein of
